E v e ry day they call, 
write or drop by to tell their elected representatives “ what they 


want done on such-and-such a bill. 
They make contacts individually, through their lobby, through 


their group or association. But they do make contacts. They 
testify for and against legislation in committees, sometimes 2500 
strong, as was the case when the Education Committee met one 


night on the school refinancing bill. 
So I say, let s don’t give the politician all the credit for the good 
laws. But at the same time, don’t shoulder him with the blame for 


the bad ones. Let s share the blame with him.

When buying lawn fer­ 
tilizer, beware of elaborate

the homeowner to spend

The sequence of three 
figures 
on 
the 
label 
indicates the percent con­ 
tent of the three primarv 
fertilizer ingredients--ni- 
trogen, 
phosphorus 
and 
potassium-in that order. 
Thus, a 12-12-12 fertilizer 
contains 12 percent nitro­ 
gen, 12 percent phosphate 
and 12 percent potassium. 
It is important to use a 
complete fertilizer at least 
once a year, usually in the 
early spring. After that, a
